Then, after relating a few per- 
sonal experiences he has had as the 
Governor of Arizona, he spoke on 
the U.S. Constitution and what it 
means to us as citizens of the United 
States and members of the Church.

Garn Mecham was born at Wallsburg, Utah on Nov. 25, 1932 
to Alma and Lula Davis Mecham. He was baptized on Dec. 14, 
1940. His sports were fishing, hunting and baseball. 

He had four brothers and three sisters. He attended school at 
Wallsburg through the 8th grade. His father was a farmer, so he 
was raised on a farm until he married Marjorie Ann Kummer July 
15, 1950 at the home of Bishop Carl Batty. They moved to Mid- 
vale, Utah, where he was employed by Kennecott Copper. His father 
had a heart attack so they were forced to move back to Wallsburg 
to help his father with the farm and milking the cows until his father 
was able to recover to do his farm work again. There they had two 
sons. Terry Lee was born May 5, 1951 and baptized March 5, 1960. 
Garn Jay was born Sept. 14, 1953 at the Heber City Hospital and 
was baptized Jan. 3, 1963. 

Garn was employed by Geneva Steel and he also remained help- 
ing his father. Three years later he had a car accident on his way 
to Geneva on April 19, 1954, when his automobile went off into 
the Provo River where he drowned. He was buried at Wallsburg, 
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Utah. At this time Marjorie was left with two babies to raise, Jay 
was six months old and Terry one and a half years old. 

Marjorie was born on Feb. 19, 1933 at Center Creek. She was 
the daughter of Lawrence (Tom) and Della Thompson Kummer. 
She attended school at Wasatch High and finished the 10th grade. 
Marjorie was also raised on a farm. She was baptized on Oct. 12, 
1941 at Heber City, Utah. She had five brothers and five sisters. 
Her parents were hard working people with a large farm and a large 
family to support. Tom and Della always found time to do things 
with their children. They were always working and helping each 
other, their sons helping their father and the daughters helping their 
mother. 

Marjorie loves picnicing and camping. The thing she likes the 
most is having fun where ever she goes. She loves to read good 
books. 

She now works for the Social Service as an aide helping the 
elderly and the crippled people that can’t do for themselves. They 
can remain in their homes with her help. She knows this is her mis- 
sion here on earth serving the Lord, doing for others and making 
others happy. 

Terry married Tanya Nicol of Midway, Utah. They have four 
children, one son and three daughtcrs, Casey, Jill, Lindsey and Lora 
Kay. Garn Jay, who now lives in West Linn, Oregon, married Kay 
Lynn Bothlesberger.
